SEA   FIGHT   REPORTED 

Btraaga  Beport  from  Everett  of  Xntar-

Boats 


EVERETT,  March  30.— Reports  of  a 
mysterious  pitched  battle  with  firearms 
between  the  crewe  ot  two  unidentified 
fish  boats  or  pirate  craft  off  Whldby 
Island,  near  Possession  Point,  reached 
Everett  this  morning.  The  cause  of  the 
fight  was  not  learned,  nor  Is  there  any 
Information  concerning  casualties,  but 
the  fight  wais  extremely   spectacular. 

After  the  battle,  in  which  60  or  60 
shots  were  fired,  , the  craft  carrying  the 
belligerent  crews  went  in  difttereht  dir- 
ections, one  around  the  southern  end 
of  the  island,  the  other  In  the  direction 
of  Edmonds  or  Seattle.  They  were  lo- 
cated by  their  night  lights  and  the 
spurts  of  flame  from  the  weapons  camo 
from  the  locationa  of  the  boats'  lamps. 
Apparently  there  were  three  men  on 
one  boat  and  two  on  the  other — at  least 
It  appeared  that  three  on  one  and  two 
on  the  other  were  using  firearms.  The 
battle    lasted   about    ten    minutes.

It  is, 
without  exception,  one  of  the  most  valuable 
institutions  upon  the  Pacific  Coast,  and  the 
Rev.  John  Antle~or  Captain  Antle,  as  he  is 
familiarly  and  affectionately  termed  —  the 
founder  and  practical  head  of  the  Mission,  may 
fairly  l)e  described  aSr.thfrfirfffj^l|;P|i||ifr:f ^ 
cific.  What  higher. prais^i«ilteyi«^1«»ep 
him   than   to  compare  him    with   Grenfell  of 

Labrador. 

This  introduction  will  have  prepared  the 
reader  for  an  appeal.  But  the  appeal  shall  hot 
be  made  until  the  splendid  service' which  this 
medical  mission  is  doing  among  the  loggers, 
"far  from  the  madding  crowd,"  has  been  once 
again  fully  emphasized.  "For,  you  know,  we  are 
finding  now  that  it  is  absolutely  necessary  to 
get  an  idea  of  the  work  we  are  doing,  and. our 
deeds,  before  the  public,"  as  Captain  Antle  re- 
marked in  the  course  of  conversation  to  the 
writer  as  the  two  sat  chatting  in  the  panelled, 
cosy  cabin  on  board  the  Columbia  in  Vancou- 
ver Harbor  this  week.  "I  am  sure,"  he  added,, 
•'the  general  public  knew  more  about  our  work 
when  wc  started  it  seven  years  ago  than  they 
do  now.  This  is  natural  because  then  the 
population  was  so  much  smaller  and  every- 
body knew.  There  must  be  thousands  here 
now  who  are  unaware  that  there  is  such  a 
medical  mission — there  is  so  much  more  to 
think  about  in  this  part  of  the  world  now  to 
what  there  was  then." 

In  June,  1904,  Captain  Antic  in  a  16-foot 
boat,  The   I^averock — which  he  built  himself 
and  named  after  the  boat  of  the  Newfoundland 
Bishop'  to    whom    he   was   chaplain — made   a 
voyage  from  Vancouver  to  Alert  Bay  and  back, 
calling  at  tlie  lumber  camps  and  settlements, 
and   covering,   altogether,   a   distance  of  over 
500  miles.    At  that  time  there  were  about  3,000 
men  living  along  tlie  coast,  chiefly  in  the  lum- 
ber camps,  "cut  off  from  the  comforts  of  civi- 
lization,  destitute  of  medical   or  surgical   aid, 
and  almost  entirely  lacking  the  privileges  and 
influences  of  religion"'   (to     use     Mr.    Antic's 
words').    He  conceived  the  idea  that  tlie  only 
way^j^to  help  these  men  was  to  cqui|)  a  boat  as 


a  hospital  and  dispensary,  with  lending  library 
and  facilities  for  religious  services,  and  to  es- 
tablish hospitals  along  the  coast  at  suitable  in- 
tervals. The  Columbia  I,  was  launched  in 
April,  1905,  and,  with  Mr.  Antle  in  charge, 
and  Dr.  W.  A.  B.  Ilutton  as  surgeon,  started 
on  her  mission  in  May  of  the  same  year. 

Leaving  aside  for    a  moment    the    uphill 
struggle,  the  hardships,  the  overcoming  of  the 
prejudice  of  a  class  which  suspecits  the  bona 
fides  of  anything,  however  apparently  good, 
which  is  offered  to  it  under  the  cloak  of  relig- 
ion, let  it  be  stated  at  once  that  the  work  has 
grown  to  such  an  extent  that  now  there  are 
three  up-to-date,  well-equipped  hospitals,  each 
with  three  nurses  and  a  doctor,  at  Rock  Bay, 
Van  Anda  and  Alert  Bay,  that  the  yearly  run- 
ning expenses   are  $30,000,   and   that,   within 
the  last  few  weeks,  at  the  general  meeting  of 
the  Mission  held  in  Victoria,  it  was  decided 
to  accede  to  the  request  of  the  residents  at 
Campbell  River  and,  this     summer,  establish 
the  fourth  hospital  there.    The  total  assets  in 
hospitals  and  boats  are  valued  at  $49,228.  The 
liabilities   amount     to     $16,041,   the    recently 
erected  Rock  Bay  Hospital  was  responsible  for 
$7,500  of  this,   and   this   sum   it   is   hoped   to 
raise  during  the  coming  summer  by  means  of 
a  special  and  united  effort  among  ^11   inter- 
ested in  a  work  which  should  appeal  from  a 
practical  standpoint  to  all  business  men,  par- 
ticularly those  connected  directly  and  indirect- 
ly with  the  lumber  trade,  as  well  as  to  that 
homogeneous  ma.ss  known     as     the     general 
public,  which  can  usually  be  relied  upon  to 
support  a  deserving  cause  if  it  can  be  suffi- 
ciently   dcm"nstraterl    to    it    that    it    is   deserv- 
ing. 

W  ell,  these  facts  and  figures  arc  very 
essential  to  an  article  of  this  description,  but 
it  will  be  more  entertaining  to  strike  what,  in 
l)ress  parlance,  is  jknown  as  the  "human   in- 


terest"  note— indirectly  everything  connected 
with   this   work   must  necessarily   strike   that 
n>'t(.     It  was  while  showing   the   newspaper- 
man   over   the    admirably-eciuipped    Columbia 
11.  that  Captain  Antle  instanced  a  few  telling 
cases  in  which  life  must  have  been  lost  had  it 
not  been  for  the  Mission.    'M  will  tell  you  one 
of  the  first  cases  of  life-saving  that  the  new 
Columbia  was  mixed  up     in."    observed     Mr. 
Antle.       "One     evening     we     were     coming 
through  Surge  Narrows  in  her,  about  18  miles 
from  Rock  Bay,  when  we  met  a  small  motor 
boat  trying  to  force  its  way  through  the  Nar- 
rows  against   the   tide   and   failing   to   do   so. 
The  injured  man  in  the  boat  had  been  dam- 
aged by  a  log  rolling     over     him — compound 
fracture  of  the  leg.  broken  arm  and  generally^^ 
smashed  up.     If  he  had  been  out  all  night  ill 


that  boat,  as  he  would  have  been  had  we  not 
met  him,  he  must  have  died.  We  hoisted  him 
on  board  and  took  him  to  Rock  Bay  Hospital, 
where  he  was  treated,  and  recovered.  But 
shortly  after  his  admission  the  hospital  was 
burnt  down.  He  was  a  patient  at  the  time, 
and  this  so  interfered  with  his  recovery  that 
he  was  with  us  for  a  year.  He  is  now  in  Van- 
couver quite  well.  I  would  like  to  emphasize 
two  points  in  this  case,  lie  was  a  Russian, 
and.  while  in  the  hospital,  learned  to  speak 
English.  He  was  also  a  man  without  money, 
ami,  of  course,  in  these  circumstances,  was 
given  his  treatment  free." 

Incidentally,  in  the  telling  of  this  incident, 

Captain   Antle  mentioned  that  the  Rev.  C.  C. 

Owen,   rector   of   Christ   Church,   Vancotiyef-, 

,    was  with  him  on  board  the  Coluciibia  when 


the  man  was  taken  aboard.  "I  would  like  to 
pay  pay  a  very  hearty  tribute  to  Mr.  Owen, 
remarked  Mr.  Antle  with  warmth.  "I  have 
been  assisted  by  many  good  workers,  and  1 
would  like  to  mention  others  if  it  were  not 
invidious,  but.  before  all.  I  .  have  received 
splendid  assistance  from  Mr.  Owen,  who  has 
been  identified  with  the  work  throughout  the 
seven  yeavs  and  given  a  lot  of  time  and  atten- 
tion to  it,  although  probably  the  busiest 
clergyman  in  Vancouver.  He  has  been  fre- 
(picntlv  on  both  Columbias  over  the  route."

elbow,  had  his  life  saved  at  Rock  Bay  Hospi- 
tal—he  must  have  died  on  the  way  had  it  been 
necessary   for   him    to   attempt   to   journey   to 
Vancouver— Captain    Antle     emphasized     the 
cosmopolitan  nature  of  the  people  in  the  log- 
ging camps  and  settlements  who  are  treated 
in  the  Mission's  h<^'jiitals.     "The  other  day," 
he  said,  "there  were  12  cases  at  Rock  Bay  Hos- 
pital on  the  same  day.  three  women  and  nine 
men.     Of   these   the   women   were   each   of  a 
dit^erent    nationality,     Japanese,    Indian     and 
white.     The  men  included  a  Swede,  German,  ; 
Scotchman.  Irishman  and  Russian."    The  case 
of  the  boy  who  blew  his  arm  off  serves  to  il- 
lustrate the  value  of  the  Mission's  action  m 
keeping  the  hospitals  open   this  winter  at  a 
financial    loss    when    nearly    all    the    camps 
were  closed  down.

tween shipping  companies.       Five  years  ago 
the  largest  internl  combustion  engine  running 
was  of  only  4S0  horse  power;  now  the  horse- 
power is  beginning  to  run  into  several  thou- 
sands.   The  Selandia  and  her  two  sister  ships 
xvhen  ready,  should  ijavc  the  way  to  the  gen- 
eral adoption  of  internal  combustion  engines 
for  ocean  cargo  work;  it  remains  for  engin- 
eers to  improve  their  con.struction  as  rapidly 
and  as  successfullv  as  they  have  done  in    the 
past,  and  fast  passenger  liners  will  follow  as  a 
natural  sequence. 

Considering  the  supremacy  of  Great  Brit- 
ain in  matters  maritime,  it  is  a  little  astonish- 
ing that  the  great  bulk  of  the  pioneer  work  in 
ronncction  with  oil  driven  ships  is  being  done 
on  the  Continent.

becomes       still       more       marked.       Accord- 
in^    to    a    recent    report    from    the    Uvcr- 
pool     Journal    of     Commerce,    there    arc    at 
the  present  moment  twenty-one  new  oil  carry- 
ing ships  under  construction  at  certain  speci- 
fied yards  capable  of  carrying  an  aggregate  of 
2io,(XK)  tons  of  oil.    We  are  only  beginning  to 
"tap"  the  world's  oil  at  present,  and  there    is 
every  indication  of    its    extended    application 
and  substitution  for  coal.

The  day  may  not  be  very  far  dis- 
tant when  oil,  pumped  from  the  bowels  of  the 
earth   by  oil-driven  machinery  and    conveyed 
to  this  country  by  oil-driven  ships  may  be  used 
for  the  smelting  and  working  of  ores,  iron  and 
steel,  for  the  building  of  fresh  ships  and  their 
internal  combu.stion  engines.

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THE  STORY  OF  FRANCE 

^  The  Franks  are  first  heard  of  in  history 
libout  sixteen  hundred  years  ago.  The  na:ne 
means  free  men.  Roman  historians  speak  of 
tliem  as  among  the  Barbarians,  who  worried 
iie  Rhenish  frontier  of  Gaul,  at  times  invadmg 
that  country.  One  of  their  expeditions  crossed 
the  Riiine  not  far  from  its  mouth,  swept  over 
the  country  lo  the  Pyrenees,  crossed  those 
mountains,  marched  through  Spain,  captured  a 
citv  on  the  southeast  of  the  peninsula,  where 
they  embarked  in  ships  for  Africa,  and  disap*^ 
pcarcd  in  the  northern  part  of  that  Continent. 
When  Attila,  with  his  horde  of  Huns,  overGui ,, 
Gaul,  the  Franks  came  to  the  assistance  ofv^JM  . 
Romans  an.d  took  part  in  tHe  i^mm ^iittTeBrT 
Chalons,  wii^cli  4estroyeil  the  Ho«ini**»  ><»**, 
a  battle  oi^tefeb  ««.  pW  historiatt.  writes.  '*m  • 
atrocity,  rti^tdtatude,  horror  an4  stubbornness, 
there  has  uloit  b<eii  the  like  in  the  recotU*  of 
antiquity."  Three  hundred  thousand  men  are 
said  to  have  1)e€rt  slain,  but  it  is  generally  be- 
lieved by  modern  wHtera  that  this  number  is  a 
gresit  exaggeration.  Tt  was  a  memorable  bat- 
tle, for  not  only  was  its  result  the  extinction  of 
the  Hitfis  ae  -a  lytftnidable  iftrce  in  western 
Europe,  but  it  was  the  last  victory  in  Gaul, 
gained  in  the  name  of  Rome.  Twenty-four 
years  later  the  Western  Empire  passed  out  of 
existence.

'  In  the  year  480  we  find  the  Franks  firmly 
established  in  Gaul,  though  not  a  united  people. 

'4»e  Saltan  Franks,  to  which  branch  of  the 
tribe  Meroveus  belonged,  were  settled  near 
the  coast ;  the  Ripuarian  Franks  lived  west  of 
the  Rhine.  Meroveus  had  a  son  ChiMeric, 
whose  son,  Clovis,  became  king  of  the  Salian 
Franks  in  481.  He  was  then  fifteen  years  of 
age.  For  five  years  Clovis  was  content  to 
reign  quietly,  probably  because  his  youth  did 
not  prompt  him  to  acts  of  ambition ;  but  in  his 
twentieth  year  he  entered  upon  a  life  of  ac- 
tivity, which  resulted  in  the  foundations  of 
modern  France  being  laid^  Clovis  is  looked 
upon  by  tihc  French  as  their  first  king. 

If  we  would  seek  a  character  in  history, 
who- more  completely  ty|ujS«d  the  Teut<Aiic 
race,  "Itam  whkii  he  T^as  descended,  and  the 
spirit  of  the  age  in  which  he  lived  than,  per- 
haps, any  one  dse,  we  hight  well  select  Clovis. 
He  was  courageous,  passionate,  impatient  of 
control,  ambitions,  crafty,  superstitious  and 
physically  powerful.  That  he  made  himself 
master  of  a  people  who  prided  themselvei  upon 
their  freedom  is  of  itself  sufficient  testimony 
to  his  strength  of  character.  Among  the  mys- 
teries of  history  is  the  existence  of  certain  fam- 
ilies, among  the  Teutonic  peoples,  who,  from 
time  immemorial,  have  been  regarded  as  royal. 
G^^^jse  the  family  of  Meroveus  was  one.  An- 
oth^  was  the  family  of  CSondebaud,  King  of 
the  Burgundians.  iksitdebaud  had  a  neiee»

Geographers  explain  the  warmth  of  the  North 
as  compared  with  the  South  by  referring'Ht  to 
the\«ffoct  of  the  Gulf  Stream ;  but  one  sofool 
of  astronomers  explain  the  Gulf  Stream  by  the 
relative  warmth  of  the  North.  It  is  impossible 
to  do  more  than  outline  this  theory  in  such  a 
series  of  articles  as  this,-  and  we  shall  pass  on 
from  the  astrononjiical  proposition  by  adding 
that  one  astronomer  has  suggested  that  the 
earth  has  a  secondary  motion  around  its  axis, 
bv  iwhich  the  position  of  the  Poles  varies 
greatly    t^iro  ng   penods    of   tiir.o,    --ay, 

through  :.'  oen  thousand  years. 

The    1'.  ,-ially   received   explanation 

of  the  (ji;i',-iai  Ptiiofi,  by  which  is  meant  the 
last  of  those  periods,  if  there  were  more  than 
one,  is  that  it  is  due  to  the  elevation  or  sub- 
sidence of  parts  of  the  earth's  surface.  One 
writer  explains  it  by  suggesting  that  the  nar- 
row neck  of  land  now  forming  the  Isthmus  of 
Panama  was  submerged  and  that  the  warm 
waters  flowing  into  what  is  now  the  Caribbean 
Sea  and  passing  out  of  it  as  the  Gull  Stream, 
flowed  throtigh  the  passage  formed  by  the  sub- 
mergence and  out  into  the  Pacific  Ocean.  This 
would  undoubtedly  have  caused  a  very  great 
change  in  the  temperature  of  the  c6untr1es 
bordering  upon  the  North  Atlantic.  That  the 
Isthmus-was  once  submerged  is  shown  by  the 
presence  of  marine  fossils  in  the  cuttings  made 
for  the  Panama  Canal.  This  subsidence  at  the 
present  Isthmus,  it  is  suggested,  was  contem- 
porary with  an  elevation  of  the  northern  part 
of  America,  and  of  such  an  elevation  there 
seems  to  be  abundant  evidence.  There  is  as 
yet,  however,  not  much  proof  that  the  sub- 
mergence and  the  elevation  were  contempor- 
ary. It  is  also  objected  against  this  explana- 
tion that,  if  the  Gulf  Stream  did  not  flow  to 
the  north  as  at  present,  there  would  never  have 
been  the  necessary  precipitation  there  to  pro- 
vide the  snow  out  of  which  glaciers  were

There  is  no  higher  honor  in  the  world  ot 

science  than  a  fellowship  in  the  society. 

In  keeping  with  the  august  character  of  the 

society,  the  celebration  will  be  on  the  extensive 

scale.  -jn->Mi 

Invitations  will  be  is.sued  to  the  principal 
universities  and  scientific  societies,  both  at 
home  and  abroad,  to  send  delegates  for  the  oc- 
casion. King  Ocorg;e  will  entertain  his  fellow 
members  of  the  l^oyal  Society,  and  its  native 
and  foreign  guests;  the  Lord  Mayor  and  Cor- 
poration of  the  City  of  London  are  to  give  a 
banquet  in  their  honor  at  the  Guildhall;  while 
among  the  features  of  the  celebration  will  be 
their  welcome  by  the  Universities  of  Oxford 
and  Cambridge.  ; 

The  Royal  Society  was  founded  m  1645,  but 
it  was  not  until  1662  that  it  was  charted  under 
its  present  name  by  King  Charies  II.    ; 

Sir  Robert  Moray,  was  elected  president  af- 
ter he  had  brought  word  from  King  Charies, 
that  he  warmly  approved  of  the  scheme  and 
was  much  interested  therein.  The  member- 
ship of  the  society  was  limited  to  fifty-five,  fel- 
lows of  the  Royal  College  of  Phy.sicians,  and 
the  Professors  of  Mathematics.  Physics  and  of 
Natural  Pholosophy  of  the  Universities  of  Ox- 
ford and  Cambridge  being  admissible  as  asso- 
ciates. The  following  year  King  Charies  ap- 
plied for  election  as  an  ordinary  member,  and 
.  that  seems  to  have  been  the  .rJ-iii  of  the  title 
of  the  organization  as  the  "Royal  Society.' 

Until  the  great  fire  of  London,  the  society 
continued  to  hold  its  meeting  in  Gresham  Col- 
lege. Rut  when,  after  that  conflagration,  the 
premises  of  the  Roval  Society  in  Gresham  Col- 
lege were  required  t(^r  the  use  i.f  the  burned- 
out  city  authorities,  it  was  invited  by  Henry 
Howard,  sixth  Duke  of  Norfolk,  to  cstahli|^li 
itself  under  his  roof  at  Arundel  House.  .'\t  the 
same  time  he  presented  it  with  the  valuable 
library  collected  by  his  grandfather.  Thomas, 
Kari  of  Arundel,  the  nucleus  being  thus  form- 
ed  of   the    important   collection   of    scientific

works— numbering    some    hundred    thousand 
volumes— which  are  today  owned  by  the  so- 

cietv. 

Newton  Was  PreSitient 

One  of  the  most  famous  niembers  of  the 
society   was  undoubtedly   Sir   Isaac   Newton, 
who  was  elected  in  1671,  the  journal  book  re- 
cording  that  "the  Lord  Bishop  of  Salisbury 
propo-ed  for  candidate  Mr.  Isaac  Newton,  pro- 
fessor of   mathematics   of   the  University  of 
Cambridge."    Exactly  thirty  years  later  New- 
ton^ was  chosen  president,  an  office  which  he 
held  for  a  quarter  of  a  century— that  is  to  say, 
until  his  death  in   1727.     It  was  during  Sir 
Isaac's  presidency   that  the   members   of  the 
society  were  appointed  by  the  crown  to  be  visi- 
tors tnd  directors  of  the  Royal  Observatory  at 
Greenwich.    In  fact,  the  Royal  Observatory  at 
Greenwich  remained  under  the  sole  charge  and 
direction  of  the  Royal  Sqciety  until  the  reign 
ot  William  IV.,  who  added  the  president  and 
six  of  the  Fellows  of  the  Royal  A«»'-'">"mtcal 
Society  to  the  board  of  management 

In  1780  the  government  of  the  day  placed 
at  its  disposal  a  handsome  and  extensive  suite 
of  apartments  in  Somerset  House,  where  the 
Roval  Academy  and  the  Royal  Society  of  An- 
tiquaries were  also  quartered.  In  1857  the 
three  societies  were  moved  by  the  government 
to  Burlington  House.  Piccadilly,  where  the 
Royal  Society  has  met  ever  since,  and  where, 
next  summer,  the  chief  celebration  of  its  250th 
birthday  will  take  place. 

The  Royal  Society  has  a  patron  saint  in  the 
person  of  St.  Andrew,  and  invariably  holds  its 
annual  election  of  officers  on  St.  .Andrew's  Day. 
In  Worid's  Work 
These  comprise  the  members  of  the  council, 
who  number  twenty-one,  and  from  whom  are 
chosen  the  president,  the  treasurer,  and  the  two 
orincipal  Secretaries,  and  the  foreign  secretary. 
The  revenues  of  the  society  arc  derived  from 
various  endowments,  such  as  the  lands  in  the 
Chelsea  district  bestowed  by  Charle.H  11.,  from 
uch  as  that  of  Sir  William  McKin-

^M^h^lW"^*'^  the  public  weal,  is  best  shown 
by  tVc  lict 'that'  each  year  the  society  devotes 
many  hundreds  of  pounds  to  the  promotion  of 
scientific  research,  especially  in  defraying  the 
cost  of  experimental  work  by  scientists  whose 
lack  of  means  interferes  with  their  useful  ac- 
tivities. 

The  Royal  Society  has,  during  the  250  year.s 
of  its  existence,  been  at  all  rimes  the  principal 
adviser  of  the  state  in  all  scienrific  matters; 
and  it  still   has  the  custody  of  the  standard 
copies    of   the    Imperial    Standard    Yard    and 
Pound ;  also  control  of  the  National  Physical 
Laboratory,  an   institution  established  by  the 
government  in  1899,  on  the  recommendation  of 
the  society.     It  superintends  the  work  of  the 
Kew  Observatory ;  and  it  was  in  response  to  its 
initiari^'e  that  the  government  inaugurated  the 
Geodetic  Survey  of  1784;  the  General  Trigo- 
nometrical Survey  began  in  1791  -  the  expedi- 
tions of  Captain  Cook  to  observe  the  transit  of 
Venus,  and  the  same  commander's  circumnavi- 
gation of  the  globe ;  the  various  Arcric  expedi- 
tions under  Ross,  Parry,  Franklin  and  Nares; 
the    Challenger    expedition,    the    international 
seismological   investigation   system,  tidal    ob- 
servaUons.   protecrion  of  buildings,   lightning 
and    tropical    diseases,   color   blindness,   with 
especial  regard  to  railroads  and  ship  signals. 

Indeed,  there  is  practically  no  end  to  the 
number  of  matters  about  which  the  govern- 
ment seeks  the  advice  of  the  society,  or  con- 
cern ii/g  which  the  society  of  its  own  initiative 
makes  representations  to  the  state,  keeping  at 
the  same  time  in  touch  with  learned  society  in 
all  parts  of  the  globe.

Professor  Peabody  addressed  the  Montreal 
Canadian  Club  on  "Commercialism  and  Ideal- 
ism" In  introducing  him  President  Dunstan 
recounted  his  many  qualifications  and  merits, 
concluding: 

"Such  brethren"— but  he  got  no  farther,-  a 
roar  of  laughter  interrupted  the  rest  of  the 
sentence— "is  the  reputation  \ of  the  honored 
guest  we  have  today."  President  Falconer. 
Principal  Gandier,  Principal  Hutton.  Archdea- 
con Cody  and  Dr.  Goggin  were  among  the 
other  guests. 

"I  will  only  congratulate  your  president 
with  the  remoteness  of  his  connection  with 
President  Dunstan  of  Harvard,"  said  Prof. 
Peabody  in  beginning.  President  Dunstan 
had  been  ejected  from  his  office  by  the  au- 
thorities "because  he  had  fallen  into  the  grip 
of  Anti-Paedo-Baptism."     (Laughter.) 

"While  I  think  you  made  a  mistake  about 
commercial  reciprocity,  I  am  glad  you  do  not 
object  ta  reciprocity  of  ideas."  he  remarked  to 
the  -silent  audience.  "Wc  are  all  Americans 
sharing  this  vast  continent  with  kiyship  of  tra- 
ditions and  kinship  of  ideals." 

What  was  the     fundamental     issue  which 
confronts  the  two  nations?     It  was  the  issue, 
he  held,  between  commercialism  and  idealism. 
Most  of  those  before  him  were  probably  ert- 
traged,     either    in    making     money,    advising 
others    about     making     money     or     spending 
money.    Industrialism  was  not  commercialism 
Money  making  was  not  a  bad  thing  in  itself. 
Rut  he  condemned  the  spirit  which  measured 
all  goods  and  all  good  thngs  by  money  values. 
In  commercialism  men  were  possessed  by   the 
things  thev  were  supposed  to  own.     America 
was  incura'blv  diseased  with  the  spirit  of  com- 
mercialism.    It  was  a  distinct  malady  of   our 
civilization. 

Ill  fares  the  land  to  liastening  ills  a  prey 
Where  wealth  accumulate^  and  men  decay, 
he  quoted  from  Goldsmith.  Little  nations 
like  Greece  and  Judeii  still  carried  the  precious 
cargoes  of  the  ideals  of  the  world,  while  Rome 
Carthage  and  other  mighty  traders  were  but 
imperial  derelicts. 

The  spirit  of  romance,  chivalry  and  rtiia- 


sionary  zeal  had  .^oread  itself  over  the  contin- 
ent He  instanced  Parkman's  account  of  the 
founding  of  Montreal,  when  the  question  is 
asked,,  was  it  a  romance  of  Christian  chivalry 
or  actual  history,  and  the  answer  is  that  it  was 

both.  _, 

Ruins  and  titles  and  picturcsqucness  aiiu 
charm  were  sought  by  many  who  drew  their 
incomes  from  commercialism  while  they 
avoided  democracy  and  spent  their  time  imi- 
tating Europe.  The  continent,  hoVvever,  tend- 
ed to  assert  the  principles  of  idealism.  They 
had  to  think  broadly.  A  large  environment 
called  for  a  large  kind  of  men,  and  no  one 
could  do  business  in  the  conditions  of  today 
who  had  not  the  larger  vision.  Theoria,  in  the 
Greek  sense,  was  simply  seeing,  and  the  theor- 
it  was  the  man  who  saw  things  clearly  and 
saw  them  whole.  Doers  they  had  in  plenty. 
What  they  wanted  was  seers.  The  most  prac-^ 
tical  man  in  commercial  affairs  today  was  the  " 
visionary. 

We  need  guidance  not  so  much  about  pro- 
fit as  about  right  and  wrong,  about  the  ideas 
of  mercy,  justice  and  truth.  No  man  hears 
aright  the  cry  of  the  working  classes  who  docs 
not  hear  in  it  the  demand  for  justice  for  equity 
for  compassion,  for  fraternalism,  for  social  and 
industrial  peace.

AN  ELECTRIC  CIVILIZATION 

When  writing  the  series  on  electricity  some 
time  ago.  I  said  that  "electricity  is  used  in 
400  different  ways."  Now  the  number  of

But 
"reading  a  paper"  gives  no  idea  of  the  dram- 
atic effect  of  his  story  of  the  man-eating  lions 
and  the  room  was    thrilled    as  the  lecture^ 
bending  over  the  red  shade  of  a.  candle,    dil'^ 
scribed  his  long  battle  of  cunning  against  cun- 
ning,  with   pictures  flickering  On  the  screen 
showing,  amidst  the  impenetrable  thorn  brake, 
the  scenes  of  the  drama  of  the  Dark  Contin- 
ent. 

The  centre  of  the  depredations  of  the  man* 
eating  lions  was  Tsavo,  where  Colonel  Patter- 
son- was  constructing  a  railway  bridge.       He 
had  many  hundreds  of  coolies  working  there, 
and  the  lions  after  a  time    turned    up  their 
noses  at  the  camp  cattle,  and  gave  their  undiv- 
ided attention   to  man.       They     forced  their 
way  into  the  camp,  entered  tents  and  huts, 
and  night  after  night,  in  pitch  darkness,    the 
camp  was  aroused  by  the  screams  of  men  be- 
ing carried  away.

At  the  lower  end 
of  tlie  course  pegs  are  driven  into  the  bank  at 
equal  intervals  of  about  two  boats'  lengths,  to 
which  are  attached  lines  of  equal  length,  each 
with  a  big  cork  bung  at  the  other  end.    Befoi;^ 
th,e  start  of  the  races  each  college  sends  its 
waterman  to  a  punt  moored  alongside  the  peg 
which  denotes  its  station,  armed  with  a  long 
strong  punt-pole.     When   the  boats   tafke   up 
their  positions  one  behind  the  other  along  the 
bank,  each.coxswain  has  to  grasp  the  cork  at 
the  end  of  the  line  frortr  the  peg,  and  must  not 
let  it  go  until  "the  starting  gun  is  fired.    A  gun 
is  fired  one  minute  before  the  start,  superflu- 
ous clothing  is  doffed,  the  cox  gives  his  crew 
the  necessary  orders  to  get  the  boat  into  the 
right  position  for  the  start,  the  waterman  help- 
ing to  keep  her  there  with  his  long  pole  until 
the> -final  gun  is  haard  and  "They're  off!' 

It  is  now  the  aim  of  each  boat  to  try  and 
"bump"  the  boat  in  front  of  it  and  to  keep 
away -from  the  one  behind.    To  make  a  bump 
.some  part  of  the  boat  in  front  or  an  oar  in  it 
must  be  actually  touched  ;  overlapping  does  not 
count.     A  bump  can  only  be  made  either  by 
touching  or  rowing  completely  past  the  boaf 
in  front.     A  bump  must  be  acknowledged  by 
the  coxswain  of.  the  boat  bumped  holding  up 
his  hand,  when  both  boats  must  at  once  get 
out  of  the  way  of  following  boat.s  by  steering 
into  the  bank.    The  races  are  held  for  six  days 
with  a  Sunday's  rest  in  the  middle,  and  on  the 
next  day.  or  night,  as  it  i.s  always  called,  the 
boat  wliicii  has  been  bumped  changes  starting 
places  .with-  the  boat   which   has   bumped  it, 
which  is  saitl  to  go  down  the  river  a  place.    It 
will  thus  be  seen  that  the  largest  number  of 
bumps  which  can -be  made  and  places  gained 
in  order  "^n  the  river"  by  any  one  boat  is  lim- 
ited to  six  for  the  year,  so  that  a  boat  which 
has  left  off  low  down  at  the  eiid  of  the  year 
cannot  hope  to  attain  to  the  dignity  and  honor 
of  being  "hcacl  of  the  river"  in  opt'  -m-  even  iy 


it.s  strength  for  the  end  of  the  course,  as  ,al- 
though  the  distance  betv^reen  the  boats  at  the 
start  is  about  two  lengths,  which  would  be  con- 
sidered an  easy  win  for  a  level  race  over  the 
same  course,  two  lengths  is  very  easily  made 
up  when  one  boat  is  spurting  and  the  other  is 
not,  and  it  is  too  dangerous  to  allow  the  boat 
behind  to  gain  any  more  than  it  is  possible  to 
prevent.    Neither  is  it  at  all  a  matter  of  little 
.skill  being  required  by  the  coxswains.    A  good 
cox  in  a  bumping  race  makes  all  the  difference; 
he  can  often  save  his  boat  from  apparently  un- 
avoidable misfortune,  and,  if  he  is  not  on  to  the 
game,  he  can  just  as  easily  spoil  their  chance 
of  a  bump  by  mistaken  judgment  in  making  his 
shoot.    When  one  boat  is  overlapping  another 
it  looks  to  the  uninitiated  to  be  only  necessary 
for  the  coxswain  of  the  pursuing  boat  to  pull 
his  string  on  the  side  next  to  the  pursued  in 
order  to  bump  it;  but  not  so,  it  is  unsafe  to 
shoot  until  well  overlapping,  and  then  it  is 
that  the  crCw  must  be  called  on  for  a  supreme 
effort,  as  the  wash  of  the  boat  in  front  helps 
to  keep  the  pursuing  boat  off,  and,  jnst  as  the 
pursuing  boat's  cox  makes  his  shot,  the  cox  of 
the  overtaken  boat  will  put  his  rudder  on  hard 
on  the  side  from  which  the  enemy  is  approach- 
ing, thus  helping  to  '/wash'  'them  off.     If  liQ 
is  successful  in  this,  his  own  boats  swings  in 
to  one  side,  and  the  enemy,  having  missed  their 
bhot,  will  shoot  by  his  stern  in  the  opposite 
direction,  thus  losing  a  lot  of  ground   which 
•  '--     .--n!  inavr  to  make  up  again  before  coming 
to  close  quarters  once  more.    Apart  from  the 
V....W    w^.^.i     requiicd     just     at     the     time    of 
"^shooting,'*  the  moral  effect  of  missing  a  shot 
is   very   great   and   disheartening   to .  a   crew, 
while  on  the  other  hand  it  has  just  the  opposite 
effect  on  the  crew  which  has  Ijeen  shot  at  and 
missed,  and  encourages  them  and  giyts  them 
confidence   which    helps    to   strengthen    their 
struggles  for  the  remainder  of  the  course.    .It 
will  thus  be  seen  that  the  coxswain's  position

ments  carried  and  used  by  the  men  running  on 
the  tow-path  alongside  the  racing  boats;  pro- 
bably he  would  put  it  do\^n  to  just  a  desire 
tp  make  an  encouraging  noise  and  nothing  else, 
but  in  this  he  would  be  wrong:  the  friends  and 
follov/crs  of  the  various  colleges,  who  are  enr 
ergetic  and   hardy   enough   to   run   with   the 
boats,   will    make    lots   of    encouraging   noi.se 
with  any  spare  breath  they  may  have  ,and  they 
will  not  have  much  at  the  end  of  the  course, 
but  the  noise-inaking  instruments  in  all  their 
variety  are  in  the  hands  of  the  college  coaches 
and  are  used  for  giving  signals  to  the  crews. 
Each  college  uses  its  own  pet  noise-makers, 
and  has  its  own  svstcm  of  signals  to  its  crew, 
which  arcner  to  let  them  know  the  posi^- 

tion  of  the  boat,  m  front  of  them  which  they 
cannot  see.  For  instance,  one  college  will  use. 
perhaps,  a  revolver  and  a  showman's  rattle. 
a  common  instrument  of  torture  at  Old  Coun- 
try fairs.  When  its  crew  is  overtaking  the 
boat  in  front  and  gets  within  half  a  length  of 
it  orte  shot  is  fired  from  the  revolver,  when 
they  are  within  a  quarter  of  a  length  two  quick 
shots  signal  the  intelligence  to  them;  now  is 
the  time  for  them  to  strain  every  muscle  to  the 
utmost;  if  they  still  gain  until  they  are  over- 
lapping, the  rattle  is  set  going  full  tilt,  and  if 
the  cox  knows  his  business  it  will  probably 
•keep  going  until  they  have  made  their  bump 
and  the  cox  yells  "Easy  all !"
